Swept Away by Flood Which Prevails 


in Southwestern Kansas. 


Neosho River Sig Miles Wide. 


Streams Are Higher Than at Any Tine Within 


Twenty Years—Damage to Crops and 


Death of Lire Stock Will 


$each Enormous Sum. 


Kansas City, June 4.-—Further rains 


have failed in Southern Kansas within 
twelv*> hours, and th« flood conditions 
In the valley of the Neosho and Cot- 
tonwood rivers 
continue to 
grow 


worse. The streams are higher than 
at any previous time in twenty years, 
sot excepting the rise a year ago, and 
they are still rising. The Kaw which 
caused the real damage trom Kansas 
-City west to Manhattan in 1903, con- 
tinues to come up slowly at Topeka, 
Lawrence and Kansas City, but as yet 
no alarm is felt over the result of the 
flood along this stream. 


Although the Missouri river at Kan- 


sas City is high and rising slowly, tt 
Is believed it will be able to carry off 
the great aomunt of water coming this 
way £rom the west through the Kaw. 
As the streams which are the highest 
are those of the Kaw, Watershed, and 
drain into rivers south of Kansas City, 
whatever serious damage is done must 
effect southern Kansas territory, and 
will noi m> material damage at Kansas 
City, . Lawrence and North 
Topeka, 


which towns wittered the last year's 
flood.- Oklahoma and the Indian Ter- 
ritory streams in some instances have 
overflowed tieir 
banks, inundating 


valuable farm lauds and doing more 
or less damage.-

The damage already done by 
the flood is immense.

A» 
far as known, but two lives, a woman 
and child, names unknown, who were 
drowned at Florence have been report- 
ed. 


The greatest damage wrought is in 


the great oil fields of Southern Kansas 
Independence, and at lola, Florence, 
Emporia, Fort Scott and further west 
along the Arkassas at Wichita and 
other points.
